■ If the provincial government paues along to the 
municipalities responsibility for obligations which it 
bow partly meets in the form of annual grants passed 
by the Legislature, it must also pan to them such 
sources of'revenue as will enable them to meet, the 
new demands upon their resources; it will have to 
extend the limits of municipal taxation, and this can 
o«ly be done by a corresponding limitation of the 
taxing powers now exercised by the government. In¬ 
deed. the government derives most of its revenue 
from the municipalities, to the taxable conditions of 
which it makes very little contribution. As far as 
the larger municipal compnunmes are concerned, the 
provincial government is a liability instead of an 
asset. 

If the government will give to the municipalities 
the power to tax such incomes, motors, personal prop¬ 
erty, amusements, and liquor business as exist within 
the municipal limits, they would not object to the re¬ 
duction of the annual grants. These, by the way, are 
not expressions of philanthropy or benevolent con¬ 
cessions, but the satisfaction of sheer municipal right*, 
without which there would be a demand from the 
municipalities (or a much-needed overhauling of pro¬ 
vincial legislation affecting them which could not be 
resisted.

F ifty members of the house of 

Commons voted lor an amendment to the 
Statute of Weatmingter—the bill granting the Do¬ 


minions complete imfcpendence from the British Par¬ 
liament—which sought to deny the government of 
the Irish Free State any authority to repeal the treaty 
of 1922 under which the Free State was authorized. 
Although the amendment was formally offered by 
Colonel John Gretton, the wealthy Conservative 
brewer from Burton, its chief supporter was Mr. 
Winston Churchill, who argued that the Irish treaty 
“might become a matter of grave practical policy." 

Rt Hon. J. H. Thomas, Secretary of State for 
the Dominions, handled sponsor and supporters of the 
amendment very neatly by telling them that if it 
passed, it would be proclaimed to the world that 
“there ia one Dominion you can't trust, and that is 
Ireland.” The reason he asked the House to defeat 
the Gretton motion was because he thought it better 
to trust the Irish government. 

Before the vote which snowed under this Bour- 
bonesque amendment was taken Premier MacDonald 
read a letter from President W. T. Cosgrave of the 
Irish Free State in which the latter said: “I need 
hardly impress upon you that the maintenance of the 
happy relations which now exist between our two 
countries is absolutely dependent on the continued 
acceptance by each of us of the faith of each other. 
... We have reiterated time and again that the treaty 
it an agreement which can be altered only by mutual 
consent.” 

It will be obvious to most people that the one 
way for the British Parliament to convert the treaty 
between Great Britain and the Irish Free State into 
“a matter of grave practical policy” would be to 
imply, as Mr. Thomas warned, that that Dominion 
ia not trusted. And what better platform could De 
Valera want than an amendment to the Statute of 
Westminster which labelled the Irish Free State the 
“bad boy” of the Britannic Commonwealth of Na¬ 
tions? The amendment and the support it obtained, 
however, is another reminder that the British Parlia¬ 
ment still has its Lord Norths.
